The number hit by the freeie will 
dep end on the number who vol­ 
unteer to stay on 
The Air Force said it could not 
estimate now bow many may be 
held in service involuntarily . 
The Air Force p rogram, p art of 
the overall military buildup of 
the Kennedy administration, fol­ 
lowed by a day a Navy announce­ 
ment that about 26.800 of ita men 
and officers are to be retained in­ 
voluntarily . 
Remrvtela May Be CaUcd 
There also is an outside p o^ 
sibility that some individual Air 
Force Reservists may be called 
back if the vtrfuntary and involun­ 
tary ex tension of duty does not 
p roduce the required numb« r of 
men. 
The Air Force p rogram an­ 
nounced Tuesday ia aside from 
the p reviously issued alert to 71 
Air NaUonal Guard and Reserve 
units, telling them they may be 
called iiHo active duty later. 
There a rt about 33,000 men in 
thoce Air Guard and Reserve 
units. 
If these men are called in. in 
addition ta Toeaday ’s announced 
p lan for MN&ig or inducing 38,- 
000 men to May on duty , the over­ 
all Air Force increase could be 
about 61,000. This still would be 
lower than the 65.000-man in­ 
crease authmized under the new 
military budgM for the Air Force.

No w there is a chance that the view fro m 
Mt. Verno n will be fo rever spo iled by a huge 
sewage treatment plant. But apparently an in­ 
dignant public will no t permit this particular 
desecratio n witho ut a fight. The Citizens Co m­ 
mittee o n Natural Reso urces is leading a mo ve 
to have the go vernment take o ver the area in 
questio n. 
Mo re than half the land required has been 
acquired by the Acco keek Fo undatio n, chartered 
in 19 57 as a no n-pro fit o rganizatio n *‘to pre­ 
serve and pro tect . . . the Maryland sho re o f 
the histo ric Po to mac River” o ppo site Mt. Verno n. 
But the fo undatio n canno t turn o ver the land to 
the go vernment unless Co ngress passes enabling 
legislatio n. In the meantime the Washingto n 
Suburban Sanitatio n Co mmissio n is trying to 
co ndemn land fo r the sewage plant. 
There are three reso lutio ns befo re Co ngress 
no w to preserve this land. Citizens everywhere 
sho uld let their co ngressmen kno w they favo r 
keeping the view o ppo site Mt. Verno n as Wash­ 
ingto n himself described it, ”A mo st delightful 
pro spect"

The death o f Frank Buchman remo ved fro m the 
wo rld a pro phetic figure who ado pted the idea that men 
can change their perso nalities by free will. 
A clergy­ 
man, Frank Buchman reco gnized that yo ung peo ple 
^ w e r e no t accepting o rtho do x fo rme o f religio n, even if 
^ th e y belo nged to fo rmal religio us gro ups. He so ught a 
metho d o f so lving perso nal pro blems by vo luntarily 
changing 
owb’s perso nality, by perso nally accepting 
Go d’s guidance in respo nse to silence and prayer. 
His mo vement started very small and I can recall 
when so me (rf his fo llo wers came to my ho use in Sandis- 
field. sat o n the grass under ancient maples to talk o f 
life and perso nality. Frank, as be cho se to be called, 
was then heading his ho use parties in Sto ckbriige, a 
suitable village fo r such a purpo se, fo r it was in Sto ck- 
bridge and the neighbo ring villages that the tho ught 
and art o f America fo und iu stro ngest expressly dur- 
• ing the nineteenth centur>. 


Mo re tha n 20 y ea rs a g o I wa s Impressed by 
the tia cerity a nd pro fundity o f Ba chma a ’t fo llo wers. 
Wha t tiwy represented In the cwrea i histo ry o f

who m Jo hn the Ba ptist wa s o ne. 
who helkv cd tha t o ne co nid cha ng e fro m wicked­ 
ness to Tirta e by ba ptism, by wa shing a wa y the 
sins.

No t imly wa s v ke repla ced by 
v irtnc, bnl fntility by nsefulness. 


The yo ung men and wo men who serve in Mo ral 
Re-Arma ment do no t sit abo ut and pray o r sing hymns. 
They go o ut into the wo rid to battle against so cial and 
po litical wro ngs. 
Whereas the Salvatio n Army has 
battled against perso nal vicio usness, such as drunken­ 
ness a nd po verty. Mo ral Re-Armament mo ved to ward 
the ba rrica dies where it fo ught Co nununism as the evil 
ef o ur da y . 
Buchma n po ssessed no quality o f bigi^ry. Fw him, 
there were many ro ads to Go d and each man had to 
cho o se 1 ^ o wn. 
His mo vement had no iMicsts o r 
lea ders; ro ^rdiers united into gro ups (tf usefulness and 
sprea d thanselves o ver the EUuth wherever they were 
mo st needed. They financed themselves 
a s best they 
co uld a skl no great treasury was develo ped but tho se 
who wa nted to help did and tho se w ^ wanted to 
fiv e, g a v e. 
And 9 ie teams went fo rth to preach the do ctrine o f 
peace a nd human bro therho o d. 
I knew Frank Buchman well and admired him fo r 
his utter silflessness. What he had to give to humanity 
were his teliefs in the essential go o dness and useful­ 
ness o f man and tho se who jo ined him were no t abject 
fo llo wers but co nvades in arms fighting fo r the better 
life. 
Buchman was 83 when he died in a West German 
village. His Mo vement assembled each year in Switz­ 
erland to discuss pro blems and then went to Mackinac 
in Michigan fo r o ther sessiwis. The great and the 
small came and many fo und in these assemblages the 
o ppo rtunity to o pen their hearts and expo se their so uls.

It is a v o lunta ry o rg a niza tio n in which o ne serv es 
by the Inspira tio n o f pra y er. 


Is Mo ral Re-Armament anarchic? The surprising 
characteristic irf this mo vement is its o rderliness. No 
o ne has ever bean elected to be a president o r a 
vice president but so meho w when a jo b had needed to 
b e dime, men and wo men fell into place and the team 
functio ned with extrao rdinary efficiency. Will it co n­ 
tinue in this spirit and manner no w that Frank Buch­ 
man is go ne? 
The o nly co mparable mo vement I have ever en­ 
co untered is the Hasidim amo ng tlm Jews. They are 
fo llo wers o f the Baal-Schem-To v and believe that Go d’s 
law is cheerful and cixnes 
iro m the heart and that 
the essence o f faith is lo ve. They reci^ize the leader­ 
ship o f the rabbi who po ssesses special gifts but they 
do no t o rganize tightly and rarely stray fro m the desig­ 
nated path. Fo r them, the happiness o f man is an 
emanatio n o f the happiness o ( Go d and that to enjo y 
such happiness <me must place himself in Uie path (tf 
Go d*8 ackno wiedgeinent.

which wo uld also be lighter and 
mo re co mpact than the So viet 
mo del. But they are unlikely to 
w i^ to do to . since the H-bo mbs 
in the tO-msgaXo n range, which 
are no w the largest in o ur ar­ 
senal, have mo re than eno ugh 
killing po wer fo r American stra­ 
tegic purpo ses.

CONGRESS ACTS FAST-Co ng- 
resE has been able to act o n Presi­ 
dent Kennedy’s mo bilizatio n re­ 
quest so quickly that o utlo o k fo r 
adjo urnment remains unchanged. 
The plan is still fo r an end (d the 
sessio n aro unil Labo r Day. 
At first, there was co nsiderable 
discussio n that the presidential re­ 
quests wo uld require Co ngress to 
revise its legislative timetable in 
o rder to get its scheduled wo rk, 
as well as the new material, 
thro ugh the legislative mill. 
There was also talk o f Co ngress 
recessing instead o f adjo urning 
in o rder to be able to reassemble 
quickly to deal with any intensifi­ 
catio n o f the internatio nal crisis. 
This idea has no w been pretty 
generally 
abando ned, 
altho ugh 
there is a po ssibility that the Sen­ 
ate may remain in sessio n into 
mid-September in o rder to wo rk 
o ut its annual filibuster o n pro - 


po sed changes in its rules to pre­ 
vent filibusters o ver civil rights 
legislatio n.

and Germany. This invo lves the 
ancient 
Po lish-German 
rivalry 
o ver Upper Silesian co al and the 
industrial areas o f Po land fo r­ 
merly under the Prussian junkers. 
It was partly to o ccupy this area 
that Hitler invaded Pirfand o n 
Sept. 1, 1939, to start Wo rld War 
II. Since the end o f the war, the 
entire area has been in Po lish 
hands. And at Po tsdam in 1945, 
President Truman.

tentatively,

To day West German po liticians 
are talking abo ut getting it back.

It remains the big questio n 
to day. Berlin, symbo lic as it is 
to the free wo rld, is far less im­ 
po rtant than the general questio n 
o f whether the So viet will make 
impo rtant co ncessio ns fo r wo rld 
peace. 
This was what wo rried Presi­ 
dent Kennedy at Vienna. This was 
why when flying ho me fro m Vien­ 
na he talked to his advisers fix' 
the first time in his life abo ut the 
questio n o f whether his children 
wo uld be able to live in a peace­ 
ful wo rld. Unquestio nably also , 
this was what was in the back 
o f Kennedy’s mind when he gave 
his 
to ugh 
statements 
to 
the 
American peo ple regarding Ber­ 
lin. 
It was no t so much Berlin that 
wo rried him. This was a symbo l 
that the American peo ple co uld 
easily 
grasp 
and 
understand. 
What really wo rried 
him 
was 
Khrushchev’s unyielding stand o n 
o ther po ints — especially nuclear 
testing. 
It was o nly o ne year ago that 
So viet representatives in O neva 
had been willing to go alo ng o n 
a fairly reaso nable fo rmula fo r 
inspectio n o f nuclear bo mb test­ 
ing. They hadn’t go ne as far as 
the 
Eisenho wer 
Administratio n 
wanted. But they had accepted 
the principle o f having fo reign 
iiuipecto rs o n So viet territo ry. 
Ho wever, when So viet territo ry. 
Ho wever, when So viet diplo mats 
came back to Geneva to discuss 
the same subject with Kennedy, 
this reaso nable po sitio n was re­ 
versed. The idea o f inspectio n was 
o ut the windo w. And witho ut in­ 
spectio n there can be no perma­ 
nent suspensi(m o f nuclear test­ 
ing. 
This was symbo lic o f the harder 
line taken by Khrushchev in the 
last three mo nths o f the Kennedy 
Administratio n. And this was o ne 
o f the mo st impo rtant reaso ns 
fo r Kennedy’s hard line in re­ 
turn. 
Whether this line — o n bo th 
sides — co ntinues hard, is far 
rtKire impo rtant than the future 
o f Berlin. To repo rt o n It I rfiall 
go to Mo sco w in the near future.

State Department officials re­ 
fused to discuss the nature of the 
plane's cargo and said they did 
not know what charges, if any, 
had been filed against the crew. 
The Bolivian government as­ 
cribing the seizure to widespread 
smuggling activities, has imposed 
a modified form of martial law 
at Santa Cruz, where the Ameri­ 
can plane was ordered to land by 
Bolivian air force fighters.

BERLIN <AP> - In East Ber­ 
lin Tuesday soldier-filled armored 
trucks moved in convoys along 
the Stalmallee. the street built to 
show the German people the ad 
vantages of living under a Com­ 
munist regime.

way station M34 tanks were lined 
up ready to move. Their drivers, 
wearing Russian-style leather hel­ 
mets. stood in the turrets, await­ 
ing orders. 
The East German satellite re­ 
gime was making this show of 
force because of fear of an upris­ 
ing over the closing off of the 
Western w >rld to their people. 
The show of force will end if 
East Berlin resigns itself to the 
new restrictions. But the internal 
security system, far more effec­ 
tive in maintaining submission, 
will go on. 
Between the two. the people of 
the city can do little more than 
mutter—and that only when they 
are sure a security agent is not 
nearby. 
An engineering student stood 
looking toward the barbed wire 


strung across one of the streets 
that used to lead to West Berlin. 
“You remember our revolt in 
1953?” he asked. 
That revolt was bloodily sur­ 
passed. 
“This time we can only hope 
that the West will come to our 
help,” he said. 
There were some obviously sin­ 
cere supporters of the regim e.. 
Near the lot where the tanks 
were kept, the crews camped 
alongside, was a group of teen­ 
age 
girls 
whose 
blue 
blouses 
showed them to be members of 
the Communist youth organiza­ 
tion. 
The reporter explained he was 
an 
American 
newsman, 
and 
asked why the tanks were there. 
“For peace,” a pretty blonde 
answered. She went on to give a 
rehearsal of the party line on de­ 
velopments in East Berlin ex­ 
plaining that access to the West 
was stopped to prevent agents 
from undermining the new so­ 
ciety. 
The reporter observed that for­ 
eigners. West Berliners and West 
Germans, could still cross over 
into the Communist sector, so 
that nothing seemed to have been 
accomplished as far as possible 
agents were concerned 
A crowd had gathered.

Anyone who has visited Mount Vernon will 
remember the beautiful vista of green fields 
and forests stretching away from the Maryland 
shore of the Potomac. It must have looked much 
like this when George Washington occupied the 
stately Virginia mansion. 
Now there is a chance that the view from 
Mt. Vernon will be forever spoiled by a huge 
sewage treatment plant. But apparently an in­ 
dignant public will not permit this particular 
desecration without a fight. The Citizens Com­ 
mittee on Natural Resources is leading a move 
to have the government take over the area in 
question. 
More than half the land required has been 
acquired by the Accokeek Foundation, chartered 
in 1957 as a non-profit organization “to pre­ 
serve and protect . . . the Maryland shore of 
the historic Potomac River” opposite Mt. Vernon. 
But the foundation cannot turn over the land to 
the government unless Congress passes enabling 
legislation. 
In the meantime the Washington 
Suburban Sanitation Commission is trying to 
•ondemn land for the sewage plant. 
There are three resolutions before Congress 
now to preserve this land. Citizens everywhere 
should let their congressmen know' they favor 
keeping the view opposite Mt. Vernon as Wash­ 
ington himself described it, “A most delightful 
prospect.”

Frank Bushman 


The death of Frank Buchman removed from the 
world a prophetic figure who adopted the idea that men 
can change their personalities by free will. A clergy­ 
man, Frank Buchman recognized that young people 
— were not accepting orthodox forms of religion, even if 
-they belonged to formal religious groups. He sought a 
method of solving personal problems by voluntarily 
changing one's personality, by personally accepting 
God s guidance in response to silence and prayer. 
His movement started very small and I can recall 
w hen some of his followers came to my house in Sandis­ 
field. sat on the grass under ancient maples to talk of 
life and personality. Frank, as he chose to be called, 
was then holding his house parties in Stockbridge, a 
suitable village for such a purpose, for it was in Stock­ 
bridge and the neighboring villages that the thought 
and art of America found its strongest expression dur­ 
ing the nineteenth century. 


More than 20 year* ago I was impressed by 
the sincerity and profundity of Buchman s followers. 
What they represented in the current history of 
ancient religious movements was the enthusiasm of 
the Etsenes. of whom John the Baptist was one, 
who believed that one could change from wicked­ 
ness to virtue by baptism, by washing away the 
sins. So Buchman answered man s wilfulness by 
willing change. 
Not only was vice replaced by 
virtue, but futility by usefulness. 


The young men and women who serve in Moral 
Re-Armament do not sit about and pray or sing hymns. 
They go out into the world to battle against social and 
political wrongs. 
Whereas the Salvation Army has 
battled against personal viciousness, such as drunken­ 
ness and poverty, Moral Re-Armament moved toward 
the barricades where it fought Communism as the evil 
of our day. 
Buchman possessed no quality of bigotry. For him. 
there were many roads to God and each man had to 
choose his own, 
His movement had no priests or 
leaders: members united into groups (rf usefulness and 
spread themselves over the Earth wherever they were 
most needed. They financed themselves as best they 
could and no great treasury was developed but those 
who wanted to help did and those who wanted to 
give, gave. 
And the team s went forth to preach the doctrine of 
peace and human brotherhood 
I knew Frank Buchman well and adm ired him for 
his utter selflessness. What he had to give to humanity 
were his beliefs in the essential goodness and useful­ 
ness of man and those who joined him were not abject 
followers but com rades in arms fighting for the better 
life. 
Buchman was 83 when he died in a West German 
village. His Movement assembled each year in Switz­ 
erland to discuss problems and then went to Mackinac 
in Michigan for other sessions. 
The great and the 
small came and many found in these assemblages the 
opportunity to open their hearts and expose their souls. 


To a Buchmanite, confession is not merely an 
admission of sin; it is a social acknowledgement 
that virtue is possible and can be fruitful if one is 
willing to serve usefully and with sincerity. 
No one in Moral Re-Armament was ever told 
what to do. No one was given orders or instruc­ 
tions. No one was required to obey anyone else. 
^ No one bound himself by oath to serve a master. 
It is a voluntary organization in which one serves 
by the inspiration of prayer. 


Is Moral Re-Armament anarchic? 
The surprising 
characteristic of this movement is its orderliness. No 
one has ever hewn elected to be a president or a 
vice president but somehow when a job had needed to 
be done, men and women fell into place and the team 
functioned with extraordinary efficiency. 
Will it con­ 
tinue in this spirit and manner now that Frank Buch­ 
man is gone? 
The only comparable movement I have ever en­ 
countered is the Hasidim among the Jews. They are 
followers of the Baal-Schem-Tov and believe that God’s 
law is cheerful and comes from the heart and that 
the essence of faith is love. They recognize the leader­ 
ship of the rabbi who possesses special gifts but they 
do not organize tightly and rarely stray from the desig­ 
nated path. 
For them, the happiness of man is an 
emanation of the happiness of God and that to enjoy 
such happiness one must place himself in the path of 
GocTs acknowledgement.

New Chapter Seen In Weapons Development 


WASHINGTON - The 
serial 
nightmare which is modem wea­ 
pons development now has a po­ 
tential 
new chapter. 
Nikita S. 
Khrushchev has boasted that he 
can build a super H-bomb in the 
100-megaton 
range. 
We 
must 
therefore be prepared 
for the 
Soviets to test this kind of bomb, 
if and when the nuclear test mor­ 
atorium comes to an end. 
Using his increasingly habitual 
Hitler tactics. 
Khrushchev can 
further be expected to exploit 
such tests to inspire terror, if he 
makes the test at all. But in real­ 
ity the technical advance repre­ 
sented by the threatened super 
H-bomb will be inconsequential. 
Whenever the scientists of the 
U. S. Atomic Energy Commission 
wish to do so, they can build a 
comparable 
American 
bomb. 
which would also be lighter and 
more compact than the Soviet 
model. But they are unlikely to 
wish to do so. since the H-bombs 
rn the 10-megaton range, which 
are now the largest in our a r­ 
senal. have more than enough 
killing power for American stra­ 
tegic purposes. 
For 
our 
purposes, 
in 
fact, 
Khrushchev's vaunted super H- 
bomb would be wastefully power­ 
ful. The trouble is that such a 
bomb may not be wasteful for 
Khrushchev’s purposes, because 
of the macabre logic of deterrent 
Strategy/U nless counter measures 
are taken — which is possible — 
such a bomb may even make 
hash of the American deterrent 
theory of "controlled selective re­ 
sponse.” 
This is the theory which Secre­ 
tary of Defense Robert McNa­ 
m ara has quietly imposed as the 
new official doctrine of the Penta­ 
gon. Here we have another ex­ 
ample of the rule of these times, 
that the decisions which most 
deeply affect the national situa­ 
tion are rarely explained to or 
understood by the nation. 
So it was when President Eis­ 
enhower quietly decided, for bud­ 
getary reasons, not to make the 
costly effort to 
maintain 
this 
country’s 
former 
"first 
strike 
capability." Eisenhower reasoned 
that the U. S., being a democ-

racy, would never strike the first 
blow in a thermonuclear 
w ar. 
Nonetheless, the loss of our for­ 
mer power to strike first 
has 
much affected the attitude of the 
Kremlin, and it was therefore a 
deep political change. 
So it was again, when Secre­ 
tary M cNamara just as quietly 
but firmly rejected the Air Force 
program for an effort to regain 
our lost power to strike first. 
This is now theoretically possible 
to do, by maximum exploitation 
of the American second genera­ 
tion of ballistic missiles, such as 
Minuteman.

would never strike first. 
Hence M cNamara instead set 
out to design a thermonuclear de­ 
terrent which would both survive

thereafter. 
The capacity to survive is the 
point that has been emphasized, 
rather than the power to strike 
first. 
The heart of the McNamara de­ 
sign for this improved deterrent 
is a panoply (rf 600 Minuteman 
missiles in hardened firing sites. 
The sites are to be hardened to 
withstand anything but a direct 
hit, of almost pin-point accuracy, 
by the largest existing Soviet H- 
bomb. On the basis of the old 
assumptions 
about

bombs, the hardened firing sites 
will insure the survival of enough

CONGRESS ACTS FAST—Cong­ 
ress has been able to act on P resi­ 
dent Kennedy's mobilization re­ 
quest so quickly that outlook for 
adjournment remains unchanged.

At first, there was considerable 
discussion that the presidential re­ 
quests would require Congress to 
revise its legislative timetable in 
order to get its scheduled work, 
as well as the new m aterial, 
through the legislative mill.

Face-Saver 
There s another move the Unit­ 
ed States could make to ease 
tensions 
around 
Berlin 
without 
any loss of face — namely, agree 
on the border 
between 
Poland 
and Germany. This involves the 
ancient 
Polish-German 
rivalry 
over Upper Silesian coal and the 
industrial areas of Poland for­ 
m erly under the Prussian junkers. 
It was partly to occupy this area 
that Hitler invaded Poland 
on 
Sept. I, 1939, to start World War 
II. Since the end of the w ar, the 
entire area has been in Polish 
hands. And at Potsdam in 1945, 
President Truman, Winston Chur­ 
chill, 
and 
Stalin 
tentatively, 
though not formally, agreed to let 
it rem ain with Poland. 
Today West German politicians 
are talking about getting it hack. 
Their talk is about as effective 
as that of a Mexican politician 
who wants New Mexico returned 
to Mexico, but nevertheless no 
Germ an politician can afford pub­ 
licly to abandon the claim. 
The United States could prob­ 
ably contribute to the general sta­ 
bility of eastern Europe by agree­ 
ing to the Oder-Neisse River line 
as the border between Poland and 
Germ any, thereby formally giv­ 


ing Poland what she already has 
—East Prussia. 
These are concessions long un­ 
der discussion by the Truman and 
E i s e n h o w e r 
administrations, 
which could go far toward easing 
the Berlin crisis. 
But What Return? 
But the big question is: What 
is Khrushchev willing to give in 
return? 
This, basically, was 
the 
big 
question behind the talks in Vien­ 
na. It rem ains the big question 
today. Berlin, symbolic as it is 
to the free world, is far less im­ 
portant than the general question 
of whether the Soviet will make 
important concessions for world 
peace. 
This was what worried Presi­ 
dent Kennedy at Vienna. This was 
why when flying home from Vien­ 
na he talked to his advisers for 
the first tim e in his life about the 
question of whether his children 
would be able to live in a peace­ 
ful world. 
Unquestionably also, 
this was what was in the back 
of Kennedy’s mind when he gave 
his 
tough 
statem ents 
to 
the 
American people regarding Ber­ 
lin. 
It was not so much Berlin that 
worried him. This was a symbol 
that the American people could 
easily 
grasp 
and 
understand. 
What really worried 
him 
was 
Khrushchev’s unyielding stand on 
other points — especially nuclear 
testing. 
It was only one year ago that 
Soviet representatives in Geneva 
had been willing to go along on 
a fairly reasonable formula for 
inspection of nuclear bomb test­ 
ing. They hadn't gone as far as 
the 
Eisenhower 
Administration 
wanted. But they had accepted 
the principle of having foreign 
inspectors on Soviet territory’. 
However, when Soviet territory. 
However, when Soviet diplomats 
came back to Geneva to discuss 
the same subject with Kennedy, 
this reasonable position was re­ 
versed. The idea of inspection was 
out the window. And without in­ 
spection there can be no perm a­ 
nent suspension of nuclear test­ 
ing. 
This was symbolic of the harder 
line taken by Khrushchev in the 
last three months of the Kennedy 
Administration. And this was one 
of the most important reasons 
for Kennedy’s hard line in re­ 
turn. 
Whether this line — on both 
sides — continues hard, is far 
more im portant than the future 
of Berlin. To report on it I shall 
go to Moscow in the near future.

boxes. In the evening, we dined 
at Les A m bassadors where, if 
the queen chose, she could have 
come and watched us. 
If

brought Prince Philip, it would 
have cost her about S25 for din­ 
ner. 
At Grosvenor Square, we stud­ 
ied the fat 
bronze 
statue 
of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, and saw 
the 
new 
American 
Em bassy, 
which looks, by no accident, like 
Fort Knox. One of my favorite 
places 
is St. Paul s Cathedral. 
There is dark solemn m ajesty in­ 
side and we saw the spot where 
a G erm an bomb hit the church in 
the early days of the war. 
Kelly loves flowers more than 
anything in life except her two 
daughters. In one day, the British 
became dear, delightful people in 
her eyes because she saw g ar­ 
dens everywhere. 
Even in the 
tenement districts, flowers grow 
tall and colorful in tiny plots, no 
bigger than a tablecloth. They are 
in the public parks, in boxes on 
bank windows, beside doorways, 
even on the facades of theatres. 
She walked at my side, up one 
lane and down the other, mewing 
to herself The little shops, with 
their rounded bay windows and 
shiny brass trimmings, entranced 
her. At the Savoy, she spent a 
solid five minutes just looking at 
our room because 
the 
drapes 
were in lavender flowers and the 
chaise lounge and chairs were 
done in lavender velvet. 
This morning, we visited the 
home (rf all good and noble dead 
Englishmen, Westminster Abbey. 
I was surprised to find that al­ 
though Robert Browning is bur­ 


ied there, his beloved Elizabeth 
Barrett Browning

Some of the illustrious dukes and 
earls have been dead since the 
12th Century, One wife wrote on 
her husband's tomb: "erected by 
his yet surviving widow.” The 
date was 1430. I doubt her word. 
Scotland Yard has a new build­ 
ing facing the Thames. The place 
is so quiet that the inspectors. I 
think, solve nothing more sinister 
than a crossword puzzle. At 5 
p, rn. all the office workers in 
London seem to run toward the 
nearest "U nderground” station or 
to Charing Cross to catch com­ 
muter trains. The city appears to 
be much busier than New York. 
We went to the Colony for din­ 
ner. It is a so-called smart res­ 
taurant in Berkeley Square and 
we arrived at 8 p. rn. We were 
the only people in the whole din­ 
ing room 
At one time, we had 
three w aiters and a head w aiter 
taking our order for coffee. The 
theatre crowd had dined and de­ 
parted because curtain time is 
very early in London, the sup­ 
per crowd had not arrived.
